This decision vms taken during a rooent visit to Paris by the 
Secretary-General of the Arab League, Abde?. Khalek Hossouno, who 
conferred here with the chiefs of all the Arab diplonatio nissions in 
the French capital. The head of the League's Paris office will be an 
Egyptian diplonct Dr. Abdel Iner, vjho is currently serving cs the press 
and infomation officer at the Egyptian Enbassy here. 

It is believed that tho League's office will be housed in 
a special Iniilding and \'rill be staffed by sone ten to fifteen officials 
v;ho vdJJ. deal nainly with propaganda v/ork. 


Vice-President of the United Arab Hepublio, Marshal Hakin Aner, 
will arrive in Franco for an offiaial four-day visit on October IWh. 

He will be acoonponied by a nunber of eoononio £xd oultxiral advisers and 
will confer with General do Gaulle, Premier Pompidour, Foreign Minister 
Couve de MurviUe and other Frenoh offioials. 
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The religious party had earlier docidod to nominate Mr, 
Raphael. Knesset candidates created a stem in the reli^ous kibbutz 
wing because Raphael xras implicated in a bribery case, though acquitted 
for lack of evidence when on alleged aoconplice who is serving a prison 
sentence refused to testify.
